The newspaper expresses con- 
viction that such peace is ‘‘not to 
be secure without the realization 
of Mr. Wilson's ideal of a league 
of nations. The most abiding 
impression of his visit to En- 
gland will be that the English 
are determined that safeguards 
against future wars must be cre-

EXPLAINS ATTITUDE 
IN SPEECH TO SENATE 


/ 

Says. Senate’s Ultimate Re- 
‘sponsibility in Making 
Peace Is Quite as Equal to 
That of the President. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Five of 


President Wilson’s principles of 
peace were held up in the Senate 
today by Senator Lodge, the Re- 
publican leader, as questions which 


might lead to division among. the 
nations which have conquered Ger- 
many and which certainly should be 
postponed until after the peace con- 
ference. They are the first four and 
the last of the points enunciated by 
the President in his speech of Jan. 
§, 1918, and relate to secret diplom- 
acy, freedom of the seas, economic 
barriers, reduction of armaments and 
the league of nations. 

Senator Lodge delivered a pre- 
pared address of the problems of the 
peace conference, in which he spoke 
of the heavy responsibility of the 
Senate in the Work of making peace, 
recalled that no treaty can become 
binding upon the United States with- 
out the Senate’s consent, and de- 
clared that untoward results could 
be avoided only if the Senate ex- 
pressed itself frankly in advance. 

Explains His Attitude. 
“While I think it a grave mis- 
take,’ he said, “on the part of the 
President to ignore the Sendte be- 
cause our ultimate responsibility in 
making the peace is quite equal to 
his own, I have no fault to find with 
his not appointing Senators as dele- 
gates to the peaoe conference. There 
is no obligation whatever upon him 
to make such appointments. * * * 

“In the present situation which is 
Krave beyond comparison,” he said, 
“IT think it is of vast importance that 
those concerned in the actual negoti- 
ation of the treaty should at least 
know the views of the Senate so far 
as the Postmaster-General, in control 
ef the cables, and Mr. Creel, in con- 
trol of the news, will permit the 
opinion of the Senate to be trans- 
mitted to Paris. 

Can Make Opinions Known. 

“We cannot compel information, 
but we are abundantly able to make 
our opinions known not only to the 
President, but to the allies, who have 
A very clear and even agute idea of 
the power of the Senate Jn regard to 
treaties.’ 

To bring forward propositions not 
inseparably connected with the im- 
mediate and difficult task of making 
a binding peace with Germany, Sen- 
ator Lodge said, ‘‘may ruin all by yy- 
ing to do too much at once.”” Such 
proposition, he said, were the five 
points enumerated. 

In his decision of the freedom of 
the seas, the Senator called attentign 
to the “strange development” in con- 
nection withe the pending naval ap- 
propriation bill, the advocacy by 
Rear Admiral Badger of a program 
calling for a navy as large as that 
of England by 1925. He said he 
thought he had favortd building 
more ships than anybody else, but 
that he never had contemplated such 
& program and did not think it neces- 
eary. 

Danger to Coast Gone. 

“The only naval danger that we 
Were obliged: to consider in the past 
on the Atlantic coast has ceased to 
be. We need g powerful fleet in the 
Pacific and T Gee! sure we will have 
a navy sufficient to furnish that fleet 
to the Western coast. 

“And yet at this moment we are 


suddenly called upon to build a fleet 


Which shall be the equal of that of 
England.” 

Of suggestions that a great navy 
is needed for police duty in connec- 
tion with the league of nations, the 
Senate said he would “not stop to 
ask who is to order that navy about 
the world.” 

Lodge said he would be sind if the 
Senate debates on peace were suUp- 
Dlemented by some definite resolu- 
tions expressing views on important 
points, He continued:

Peace With Germany. 

“Peace being our object. the first 
step toward peace is to make a peace

If the peace with Ger- 
many ig to be given durability, ternis 
must be exacted which will make it, 
®0 far as human foresight goes, im- 
possible for Germany to break out 
again upon the world with a war of 
conquest. This cannot be done by 
tresty ergagements and signatures 
‘© documents. At this juncture of 
affairs Germany would sign any- 
thing, and her pledge would be as 
Worthless ag the guarantees she gave 
to Belgium.

national protection, with Greece per- 
haps as the mandatory of the Pow- 
ers to administer the affairs of the 
city, the independence. of Armenia, 
the return of those portions of Asia 
Minor where Greeks are predomi- 
nant to Greece, the protection of 
Syria and Palestine from the Turks, 
a large, powerful and independent 
Polish state in the independence of 
Russia’s Baltic provinces, the return 
of Danish Schleswig to the Danes 
and the neutralization of the Kiel 
Canal. 

Would Hem in Germany. 


“These physical guarantees which 
I have thus far suggested all have 
one object, and that is so as to hem 
Germany in that she cannot at- 
tempt conquest in Russia or the east, 
and that the Slavic populations, 
which she has mercilessly used in 
her wars, can never be so used by 
her again. 

“In addition to these guarantees, 
there must be heavy indemnities paid 
by Germany for the ruin she has 
wrought in Belgium and Northern 
France and in Italy and for her de- 
struction of vessels, both neutral and 
belligerent, through the use of sub- 
marines. In those indemnities the 
United States must have its proper 
and proportional share, not only di- 
rect indemnity for its ships destroyed 
by submarines and its people mur- 
dered on the Lusitania and other 
vessels, but a suitable restitution, in 
part at least, of the vast expenses 
forced upon us by Germany. 

As to German Colonies. 

“It would be for the peace confer- 
ence to determine what disposition 
should be made of the German col- 
onies, but one thing is essential, and 
that is that they should not be re- 
turned to the tyrannical misgovern- 
ment of Germany and that she 
should be deprived of those means 
for extending her commerce and 
building up military outposts in all 
parts of the world. 

“It is the duty of the allies and 
the United States to meet and de- 
termine what terms they will im- 
pose upon Germany and then, and 
not until then, call in the represent- 
atives of Germany ‘and ‘impose the 
terms upon them.” 

Of the league of nations proposal 
Senator Lodge said no definite plan 
has yet been put forth that would 
rot cause indefinite controversy. 

“The attempt to form now a- league 
of nations, and I-mean an effective 
league, with power to enforce its 
cecrees,” he sald, “can .tend only ‘to 
embarrass the peace that we ought 
to make at once with Germany. If 
it were successful and * * * were 
tc come before the Senate, it might 
endanger the peace treaty and force 
amendments. * * * 

“Are we prepared to allow any as- 
sociation of nations by a majority 
wote to order the troops and ships of 
the United States to go to war? Un- 
less we are prepared to do 80, we

Discussing secret diplomacy the 
Senator said this point of Senator 
Wilson’s need not be incorporated in 
the peace treaty because sagcret 
treaties never have and cannot exist 
in this country, and, he added: 

“Secret diplomacy is a loose term 
and I think that the question is-of 
no vital importance at this moment, 
and whatever our views may be 
about the methods of diplomacy we 
can make peace with Germany with- 
out undertaking to settle what shall 
constitute secret diplomacy in the fu- 
ture and what shall not.” 

Wide Field of Discussion. 

Urging postponement of action on 
the matter of economic barriers, he 
said it “opens a wide field of dis- 
cussion” and “its settlement is not 
in the least essential to endirfg the 
war by peace with Germany. We 
can make that peace without deter- 
mining at this moment what we shall 
do with our tariffs, in the making 
of which every nation ought to have 
entire freedom.” 

Russia, Senator Lodge declared, 
presents an important problem in 
connection with the world peace and 
reconstruction which cannot be | 
shirked. All civilized nations, he 
urged, must aid in restoration of 
Russia. 

Situation in Russia. 

‘We have no present government 
in Russia,” he said, ‘“‘with which any 
one can deal intelligently. The thing 
that calls itself a government is no 
more fit to be dealt with in negotia- 
tion than a band of anthropoid apes. 
There is nothing that sems to indi- 
eate that the Russian people have 
the power to extricate themselves. 
We have troops in Russia. Unfortu- 
nately they are so few that it is 
greatly to be feared that they are 
wholly inadequate for the work they 
may have to do.” 

Senator Lodge, in discussing the 
Senate’s jurisdiction over treaties, 
cited occasions in which former 
Presidents asked, in advance, the 
advice of the Senate on questions of 
treaties and foreign policies. ‘‘Near- 
ly all Presidents have consulted the 
Senate in advance of diplomatic ne- 
gotiations of great moment,” he said. 
“None ever compared with that now 
entered upon.” 

Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, 
Republican, interrupting, read a 
statement by President Wilson writ- 
ten on Constitutional Government in 
1911—which, he said, indicated that 
President Wilson regarded foreign 
affairs as ‘‘an exclusive perogative” 
of the Executive. 


REV. JOSEPH GRIMMELSMAN 
DIES AT ST. LOUIS UNIVERSITY 


The Rev. Father Joseph Grimmels- 
man, S. J., former president of St. 
Louis University and provincial of 
the Missouri province of the Jesuit 
order, died of paralysis at the uni- 
versity last night. He was 65 years 
clé4. and had been a Jesuit since 1871, 
wWwhen'’he entered the novitiate near 
Florissant after receiving his acad- 
emic education at St. Xavier's Col- 
lege in Cincinnati. 

Father Grimmelsman became the 
sixteenth president of St. Louis Uni- 
versity in 1891 and served in that 
capacity until 1898. A _ year : later 
he was made provincial with super- 
vision over seven Jesuit colleges in 
the Middle West. St. Xavier's 
Church, at Grand avenue and Lin- 
Gell boulevard, which had been un- 
der construction many years, re- 
ceived its final additions and inter- 
ior finishing touches during his term 
as president of the university.

Steinhoff was twice wounded in 
four days’ participation in that 
crowning chapter of the regiment's 
war service and is on furlough from 
Camp Dodge, Io., where he has been 
a patient in a reconstruction hos- 
pital, two wounds in his shoulder 
having impaired the use of h sileft 
arm. 

“I had carried a message from the 
138th to the 137th and was return- 
ing,’ he said, “when I lost my sense 
of direction and stumbled into a 
German machine gun nést manned 
by 26 men who took me prisoner. 
They previously had taken an Amer- 
ican Lieutenant and one private. 
The private spoke German. 

Private’s Wit Rescues. 

‘*‘What are you going to do with 
us?’ the private asked. 

‘Ship you to Berhin, ’ the Germans 
replied. 

‘Well, our men are three miles 
in advance of this position,’ the pri- 
vate retorted, ‘and I guess you soon 
will be going to Paris instead of us 
going to Berlin.’

STREET CAR CONTROE 


Call, Upon St. Louis Members of 
Legislature for Help to 
Amend Law. 


A plan by which the city may re- 
gain control over street .car fare 
rates and take this power out of the 
hands of the State Public Service 
Commission was put under way by 
the Board of Aldermen yesterday 
when it unanimously passed a reso- 
lution calling upon the St. Louis 


, representatives in the coming Legis- 
-fature to support a bill which will 
expressly delegate this rate-making 
power to the city. 


This action was prompted by the 
State Supreme Court decision sus- 
taining the 6-cent fare in St. Louis 
on the ground that the Legislature 
had a legal right to.delegate this 
power to the Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

The resolution was presented to 
the Aldermen by Louls P. Aloe, Pres- 
ident of the Board. It protests 
against State commission control of 
municipal utilities and cites similar 
expressions in a resolution passed at 
a convention of American Mayors in 
Kansas City two weeks ago. 

Resolution by Aloc. 

Aloe’s resolution asks that St. 
Louis members of the Legislature 
work “to. have the present public 
service act so amended as to give St. 
Louis some appropriate and proper 
form of control, both as to service 
and rates, of its public utilities, to 
the end that the sanctity of fran- 
chises will be held inviolate.” 

Robert L. Warner, formerly of 
Boston, and recently elected vice 
president of the United Railways Co., 
yesterday gave out a statement in 
which he described the Supreme 
Court decision as “most fortunate,” 
as it definitely fixed the source of 
control of.rates. * 

Further Increase Sought. 

The qontinuance of the 6-cent fare, 
he said, would enable the company 
to pay $517,000 in taxes which will 
be due in December, and $667,000 in- 
terest on bonds, due in January, and 
to maintain its present wage sched- 
ule. 

He said an application for a fur- 
ther increase in fare would be 
pressed before the Public Service 
Commission. 

City Counselor Daues yesterday 
said the city would ask the Supreme 
Court for a rehearing on thé 6-cent 
fare case but this is expected to be 
only a formality, as the decision of 
the Court was unanimous and Daues 
said he had no new law points to 
present to the Court.

This the in- 
dividual awakes to when the feet ar- 
rive at the condition of painful and 
difficult locomotion, and too late ha 
begins to give them some attention. 

Tenderness is causéd by callous 
spots, blisters, due to excessive per- 
spiration, or ingrowing nails, bun- 
ions, or perhaps fallen arches. 


HE feet should be washed and 
bathed daily and carefully dried, 
paying particular attention to 


the skin lays In folds. The toe nails 


should be as carefully trimméd as 
the nails of the hands. 
If the foot is inclined to be tender 


all over, allow the full pressure of 
cold water to play on it before dry- 
ing this has a tonic effect, and 
bathing it with aleohol in which 
there is some boric acid and after- 
ward using a good talcum powder, 
i: useful. Callous spots should be 
rubbed with pumice stone and soft- 
ened with vaseline or cold cream. 

A bunion or om ingrowing nail 
should receive tarly attention, for 
these two conditions often quickly 
become serious. 

A very important procedure is to 
change the hose and shoes daily; 
never wear a pair of hose two days 
in succession; and a change of shoes 
also is very helpful, for no two pairs 
of shoes are exactly of the same fit 
and a change allows relief from pres- 
sure. 

The change also allows the shoe 
to dry and air; the shoe is always 
much better by reason of this drying 
and airing, to say nothing of the 
added length of life of the shoe used 
in this way.

A rious of foot troubles, and if 

neglected will result in lame- 
ness. This condition may not only 
give “foot pain,” but the pain may 
be referred to the calf of the leg or 
even the hip. 

The number of persons with weak 
and défective arches and who appar- 
ently do not realize their condition is 
even more astonishing. 

If you are having foot trouble do 
not neglect it; find out, from some- 
one competent to tell you, what the 
trouble is, and have it taken care of 
—you will save yourself a lot of 
trouble and suffering later if you do 
this and do it promptly. Do not 
think, because your feet are not ex- 
posed to public view, they are not 
worthy of attention.

Hot tomato 
sauce may be served in addition if 
desired. 


Delicate Frait Pudding. 


This pudding may have ase its basis 
the strained canned juice of almost 
any variety of fruit put up with 
sugar. Take a cupful and a half of 
such juice or syrup, add half a cup- 
ful of water, a few grains of salt and 
bring quickly to the bolling point. 


Stir in two tablespoonfuls of corn-. 


starch wet with cold water and stir 
until smoothly thickened and clear. 

Cook over a moderate heat (for 
eight minutes, then cut in lightly 
the stiffly whipped whites of two 
eggs. Cook only for a moment after 
the eggs are added and pour into a 
mold with alternate layers of -tho 
same fruit, cut or whole, according to 
size. Serve cold with a i § custard 
sauce.
